AGAWAM - One City Councilor is un- 
happy with raises being included as a part 
of the fiscal year 2012 budget submitted to 
the council by Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 
City Council President Donald Rheault said 
this week raises equaling | percent — which 
were turned down two months ago by the 
City Council — have been included as part 
of the $75,547,630 spending plan. 

The budget represents an increase in spend- 
ing of $2,089,927. While the budget contains 
increases in several fixed costs, it also con- 
tains raises for the five unions that had their 
contracts turned down. 

“When we turned down the contracts, the 
council wanted the mayor to go back and re- 
negotiate with the unions,” said Rheault. “In- 
stead, he inserted the raises in the budget. Es- 
sentially, if we vote to fund the budget, then 
we are basically voting to fund the contract.”

All you have to do ts 'believe'

imee Beaudette was a senior at 
Anise State College (now a 

state university) in 2006 when her 
life was turned upside down. Beaudette, now 
26, was getting ready to graduate to become 
a teacher when she was stricken with a virus 
that attacked her brain. As a result, she spent 
four months fighting for her life in the inten- 
sive care unit (ICU) of Brigham and Wom- 
en’s Hospital in Boston. During that time, 
her doctors were confounded as to what hap- 
pened to Beaudette, said her mother, Janet 
Shean of Feeding Hills. 

“On Halloween 2006 she called to say 
her belly hurt,’ Shean explained. Beaudette 
went to the emergency room but was sent 
home. Two days later she went for a com- 
puted tomography (CT) scan, which uses X- 
rays to make detailed pictures of structures 
inside the body, but her doctors still found 
nothing wrong. 

The next day, Beaudette’s boyfriend Matt 
Rheault called Shean to say she was deliri- 
ous and talking in her sleep. 

“We went to Baystate [Medical Center] 
and she was not with it,’ said Shean. From 
there, Beaudette was transported by heli- 
copter to Brigham and Women’s Hospi- 
tal in Boston. “If we didn’t do that, Aimee 
wouldn’t be with us right now. She just got 
sicker and sicker.” 

During Beaudette’s four-month stay at the 
Boston hospital, doctors told her mother that 
they didn’t know if she would make it. 

“She was on a feeding tube, she was on a 
breathing tube, and they didn’t know if she 
was going to be able to open her eyes,” said 
Shean. “They said, ‘The Aimee you know is 
gone.” 

But miraculously, Beaudette survived. 
She spent another six months at Spaulding 
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Aimee Beaudette and Matt Rheault 
with their puppy, Believe. 


Rehabilitation Hospital in Boston, slowly 
regaining her strength. She returned to Feed- 
ing Hills in June 2007 and has had an amaz- 
ing journey since then, said Shean. 

“Each day has been a challenge as Aimee 
regains her strength and endures endless 
therapy sessions each week,” she said. “Ai- 
mee has had to struggle to re-learn many of 
the things we take for granted. Amazingly, 
Aimee has regained her voice and can com- 
municate with her family and friends.” 

Her journey is far from over, though.

AGAWAM - When Steven Stewart trans- 
ferred from his prior school in Connecticut 
to Agawam High School last November, he 
found that some of the classes he had com- 
pleted and passed in earlier years did not 
transfer over to his new school. Moreover, 
he was suddenly faced with having to take 
the MCAS tests in biology, math, and Eng- 
lish. Stewart was a perfect candidate for the 
high school’s NovaNET Courseware. 

NovaNET is an online learning system 
of math, science, social studies, and lan- 
guage arts courses designed by Pearson 
Education. The courses are aligned to the 
standards and allow students to learn at 
their own speed and focus on the areas they 
choose. A program supervisor oversees the 
classroom, is available to students to an- 
swer questions and provide guidance, and 
is able to prescribe curricula, customize 
lesson plans, and monitor and track student 
progress. 

During Stewart’s time in the NovaNET 
classroom under the supervision of Marie 
Smyth, he met freshman Jacob Fountain. 

Fountain, a student in Agawam’s occu- 
pational program, was taking a pre-algebra 
class through NovaNET. 

“Jacob needed the extra challenge that 
the NovaNET program could give him. He 
was exceeding expectations in the math 
program that he was in and needed some- 
thing more,” explained Fountain’s teacher, 
Jennifer Benjamin. 

The NovaNET students in Smyth’s class- 
room work independently for the most part, 
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Partnership earns students NovaNet awards 


and at different paces. Smyth is available to 
students in the computer lab-classroom, but 
the students are encouraged to explore the 
course learning on their own. Nevertheless, 
questions always come up and sometimes 
Smyth is working with one student when 
another has a question or a problem. When 
Fountain found himself in this situation, he 
turned to Stewart at the computer beside 
him. Within a matter of weeks, Smyth ob- 
served an impressive model of peer coach- 
ing take shape in her classroom. 

“When Jacob had a question, Steven 
would help him. I never tried to pair the 
two of them up; it was just something that 
happened on its own,” Smyth said. “They 
partnered up and helped each other, and 
now Steven has completed the courses he 
needed to get credit for here in Massachu- 
setts and will graduate on time, and Jacob 
is performing so well he will be taking Al- 
gebra I in the fall.” 

Smyth was so impressed with the way 
the two students performed in the pro- 
gram that she nominated both—when she 
was technically only allowed to nominate 
one student—for NovaNET Student of the 
Year. She wrote to Pearson and explained 
her reason for nominating the two and, to 
her surprize, both were granted the award 
and received certificates of achievement 
and iTunes gift cards. 

Stewart, who will graduate June 12 and 
go on to Holyoke Community College in 
the fall to pursue a degree in criminal jus- 
tice, sees the NovaNET program as an im- 
portant tool in streamlining his studying for 
the MCAS. 

“The NovaNET program lets you focus

on your strong points and weaker points. 
You can take practice tests and zero in on 
where you need the most help. It’s like a 
mini private school,” said Stewart. 
Fountain is looking forward to the chal- 
lenge of Algebra I. 
“T think [the NovaNET program] is re- 


ally great and I’m happy I could take it,” 
said Fountain. 

“I was able to use the program to take 
the U.S. History course online and prepare 
for the MCAS exams. That might not have 
happened if NovaNET wasn’t here at the 
high school,” said Stewart.

Bullying hurts — 
compassion saves 


No longer will bullying be considered a 
typical, age-old occurrence experienced by 
students as they grow in school. No longer 
will bullying be considered innocent or harm- 
less or thought to “toughen” a person’s char- 
acter. No longer will bystanders fail to speak 
up about witnessing an incident of bullying. 

At least we hope so. 

If anything was learned, or even simply 
gleaned, from this month’s outcome of the 
Phoebe Prince bullying case, we hope that 
it’s bullying hurts. Literally. 

Anne O’Brien, mother of 15-year-old 
Phoebe, read a victim-impact statement tai- 
lored to each of the five former South Hadley 
High School students charged with bully- 
ing her daughter. Her statements read aloud 
in court in her wavering voice strongly im- 
pacted the entire courtroom, as well as news- 
paper and television audiences eager to hear 
what she had to say. It was heartbreaking, gut 
wrenching, and deeply painful. 

With each phrase, O’Brien’s pain was vis- 
ible and easily felt both by watching and lis- 
tening to her. Phoebe’s pain was communi- 
cated in her own words, as O’Brien read her 
daughter’s final text messages: “I think Sean 
condoning this is one of the final nails in my 
coffin. I can’t take much more. It would be 
easier if he or any one of them handed me a 
noose.” 

Since this tragedy struck in South Hadley, 
people from across the United States have 
professed their own pain about how they 
were bullied in school. 

Whether or not the students charged with 
Phoebe’s bullying felt her pain remains to be 
seen, although three of the girls sobbed dur- 
ing O’Brien’s impact statements. They, too, 
like it or not, were indeed bullied — online by 
those disgusted by their wretched actions. 

Phoebe Prince’s unfortunate death, as well 
as the death of Carl Walker-Hoover, should 
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set an example for children, teens and adults 
worldwide that bullying hurts — and is crim- 
inal. That for every action, there is a reac- 
tion. That standing by, helplessly watching 
events unfold and not interfering is a seri- 
ous mistake. The phrase, “Sticks and stones 
may break my bones, but words can never 
hurt me,” is false. If you see something, say 
something. 

Throughout the past year and a half, 


although relatively mum on the subject, 
O’Brien has never lashed out against Phoe- 
be’s harassers. She has never fed fire with 
fire or taken an eye for Phoebe’s life lost. 
In each impact statement, O’Brien spoke of 
the compassion of her daughter but lacking 
in her tormentors. O’ Brien showed remark- 
able compassion to them, as did Phoebe’s 
entire family, having looked past their 
blinding pain and jointly with the prosecu- 
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tion and defense recommending the court 
resolutions, which resulted in the majority 
of the serious charges dropped and no jail 
time for the defendants. 

We sincerely hope something was learned 
from this tragedy. A loss of a life should 
never have occurred from bullying. The bul- 
lying should never have happened at all. We 
can all learn from the compassion of both 
O’Brien and Phoebe.

ery level surface of my tiny apartment. 

They’re stuffed into bookcases and pre- 
cariously stacked in corners, shoved into 
boxes, peeking out of cabinets and adding 
even more chaos to what is already a swirl- 
ing vortex of entropy. 

And that’s just the collection I’ve amassed 
since moving to Western Mass five years 
ago.

The obsession started out innocuously 
enough when I was 5 and my mother used 
to bring me to the local library every week 
to pick out which books I wanted to read. I 
never could leave that building without top- 
pling over with the burden of books I car- 
ried. I spent the vast majority of my free 
time lost in other worlds, like the Kingdom 
of Wisdom from the “Phantom Tollbooth” 
or Wonderland from “Alice’s Adventures in 
Wonderland.” 

In order to bring me back to the real world 
—even if only for a few minutes — my parents 
were forced to make a no-books-at-the-din- 
ner-table rule. Other than those few minutes 
of reprieve, I always had something to read 
in my possession. 

Is it any wonder I became a writer? 

When I graduated college with a degree in 
English literature (I can’t believe my parents 
actually paid for that; I could’ve instructed 
myself and saved them a lot of money) and 
took the full-time position as a reporter for 
Turley Publications Inc., I sent my mom a 


card to thank her for her years of support 
and encouragement. In it, I told her she was 
to “blame” for my ending up as a reporter.

As you can see, I’m left with a novel quan- 
dary. At some point in the probably not so 
distant future, I’m going to have to whittle 
down my collection or consider moving to 
a bigger apartment in order to accommodate 
it. ’'m just not sure I can afford to do that on 
a writer’s salary. I better sell my own best- 
selling novel to support my little addiction.

Attendance at DCR meeting vital

We are all so fortunate to have Robinson 
State Park available to us for our enjoyment. 
How do you use it? Do you exercise there, 
take leisurely walks, enjoy interesting hikes, 
bike rides, horseback rides, cool off in the 
swimming pond, study nature, just escape 
from the pressures of everyday life? 

Robinson’s natural biodiversity provides 
an abundance of features, including many 
tree species, birds, animals, wildflowers, 
rare dragonflies, vernal pools and multiple 
streams leading to the Westfield River which 
forms its northern border. It is our “oasis” in 
a densely populated area. 

Residents of the 
area will have an op- 
portunity on Mon- 
day, June 6 to attend 
a meeting sponsored by the Department of 
Conservation and Recreation to speak up for 
Robinson State Park, reinforce with state of- 
ficials how important this park is to our qual- 
ity of life, and to express a desire for its per- 
manent preservation as a state owned park. 
The meeting is being held at the Westfield 
North Middle School, 350 Southampton 
Road, from 6:30 to 8:30 p.m. 

When area citizens joined together be- 
tween January 2006 and December 2007 to 
protest a state sponsored commercial timber 
sale planned for the park, they may not have 
realized that they inspired the Department of 
Conservation and Recreation (DCR) to re- 
evaluate its policies with respect to steward- 
ship of public lands. That reevaluation took 
the form of a yearlong Forest Futures Vision- 
ing Process during which citizen stakeholders 
and a volunteer technical steering committee 
worked together to create recommendations 
to DCR. DCR has agreed to implement many

of those recommendations. 

One such recommendation issued in early 
2010 was that each property in the roughly 
300,000 acres of DCR controlled state for- 
ests and parks should be designated into one 
of three categories: reserves, parklands or 
woodlands. Each category is proposed to be 
managed in a way that best serves its primary 
service to the residents of the state. Each cat- 
egory is to be recognized for the ecosystem 
services it provides. Commercial timber ex- 
traction is to be prohibited in reserves and 
parklands. Woodlands will continue to pro- 
vide local forest products, with some stipu- 
lated restrictions on how logging is to be per- 
formed. Reserves are intended to be left in 
a natural state, with no 
cutting or vegetation re- 
moval except in the case 
of emergencies such as 
threatening insect infestations or the possible 
removal of damaging invasive species. Vari- 
ous types of recreation will be allowed in all 
three categories. 

The draft designations indicate that Rob- 
inson has been selected as a parkland where 
there will be no commercial timber extraction, 
but cutting will be allowed to enhance the rec- 
reational and social uses of the property. Haz- 
ard trees will be removed for safety purposes. 
Trees might be cut to provide a vista, for 
example. Decisions will be made with pub- 
lic input and _ parks will be protected for the 
recreational and aesthetic benefits they were 
intended to provide. Certain portions of park- 
lands that are deemed natural or culturally 
“sensitive” may be identified as “small patch 
reserves” deserving of particular protections. 
Natural Heritage has recommended this extra 
protection for sections of Robinson State Park 
and supporters of the park should be ready 
with questions about patch reserves. 


The Westfield meeting is being held to so- 
licit public input on the draft zoning of DCR 
properties into each of the categories men- 
tioned above. The meeting will include des- 
ignations for other state properties in the area 
such as Mount Holyoke Range State Park, 
Chicopee Memorial State Park, Skinner 
Mountain. A map of the draft designations 
is available at http://www.mass.gov/dcr/ld/ 
ld_map.pdf.

AGAWAM - The Public Safety Commit- 
tee is proposing a parking ordinance that 
will bar non-resident parking on several side 
streets in the area surrounding Six Flags 
Amusement Park.

The ban could hurt a resident who might 
hold a party or large gathering, which could 
prompt on-street parking for guests. Ulti- 
mately, it will be up to a police officer’s dis- 
cretion in that situation, Cichetti said. 

In the past, he said “no parking” cones 
have been put up on side streets, sometimes 
deterring cars from parking. 

Traffic for Six Flags has been a source of 
safety issues for several years. One problem 
was rectified as the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Transportation installed new side- 
walks along a stretch of Route 159, allowing 
people who park at area businesses across 
the street from Six Flags to have a safe place 
to walk. 

Residents parking on the side streets do 
so to avoid paying to park as surrounding 
businesses charge lower rates than the park 
itself. 

Cichetti said he hopes the ordinance can 
go into effect for this season while the Pub- 
lic Safety Committee continues working on 
a more permanent solution.

The contract agreed to by the five unions: 
the Agawam Clerical Employees Association, 
Agawam Administrative Union, Agawam 
Patrolmen’s Association, Agawam Police 
Supervisor’s Association, and the AFL-CIO 
Local 1973 Firefighters, called for a zero per- 
cent raise retroactive to July, 1, 2011, a 1 per- 
cent raise in 2011, and 2 percent in 2012. 

The City Council voted 7-2 on March 6 
not to fund the contract, believing it was not 
fiscally responsible to give raises with very 
uncertain economic times. The council asked 
for Cohen and labor counsel to go back and 
renegotiate. 

Rheault said he believes there will be a lot 
of discussion when council budget subcom- 
mittees begin to convene. There are three 
budget subcommittees that will review dif- 
ferent areas of the budget, he said. 

The first budget subcommittee is chaired 
by Councilor John Walsh and includes Coun- 
cilors George Bitzas and Gina Letellier. The 
trio is in charge of reviewing the council, 
mayor, accountant, clerk, treasurer/collector, 
law, election and registration, Council-On- 
Aging, data processing, and other line items. 

The second budget subcommittee is chaired 
by Vice-President Robert Rossi and includes 
Councilors Robert Magovern and Joseph 
Mineo. They are in charge of reviewing the 
police, fire, weights and measures, building 
inspector, health, community development, 
veteran’s services, and the Agawam Country 
Club budgets. 

And lastly, the third budget subcommit- 
tee is chaired by Councilor Dennis Perry 
and includes Councilors James Cichetti and 
Jill Messick.
